Typical of the unreliability 
of the Menzies Government is

The Council was not the only 
organization to be approached 
on this matter. Such bodies as 
the St. John’s Ambulance Bri- 
gade, Fire Brigade, etc., were 
also approached. 


It is shameful. for any so- 
called “responsible” Govern- 
ment to expect local bodies to 
organize and finance such a 
service as civil defence. The 
cost of, organizing, training and 
equipping the personnel needed 
would be astronomical. To ex- 
pect the public to pay the cost 
out of’ their already-too-small 
incomes is too much for even 
a Liberal Government to éx- 
pect or hope for. 


Each week we pay our taxes, 
believing they will be used for 
such thing's: as this. Now we 
find we are expected to dip 
our hands deeper into our 
earnings to make up for the 
inadequate planning of the 
Menzies Government. 


Daily we are being bled by 
indirect. taxation on necessities, 
but still the attitude of the 


Government is let the people 


pay for it. 


-- The only. conceivable and 
acceptable plan would be for 
the Federal Government to or- 
ganize and wholly support a 
civil defence organization on 
a national scale. 


Unless it is organized on this 
basis, in a crisis the only re- 
sult would be confusion, dis- 
order and duplication of effort. 
If the disaster was on the scale 
of atomic attack there would 
be no central organ to co- 
ordinate the various groups. In 
preparation for atomic attack 
each group must have a pre- 
arranged task and must carry 


out that task immediately. This | 


is impossible to achieve unless 
organized on a national basis 
with a State control secondary, 
only to the national body. 


Any attempt to organize civil 
defence piecemeal can only 
meet with failure. To try to 
do so is an admission of in- 
competence and irresponsibility, 
and would only be attempted 
by a government sadly out .of
